STOP MÂNY STRIKES 


Forty-seven Have Been Averted 
Since Board Was Organized 
In 1913. 


Washington. — Tho United State» 
board of mediation and conciliation. 
Avhlch was called upon by the govern­ 
ment to prevent a national strike, was 
created on July 15, 1013, by act of con­ 
gress. 
Its members w'ore appointed 
by President Wlrson three days later, 
and they acted in the nilln>ad strike 
situation of 1013 and a strike was 
averted. 
According to tho act under wiilch it 
w'as created tho purposes of the board 
are: 
“To settle by mediation, concili­ 
ation and arbitration all controversies 
concerning w^ages, hours of labor or 
conditions of employment that may 
arise * betw'eon any common carriers 
engaged In the transportation of pas­ 
sengers or property (in Interstate com­ 
merce) and their employees.** 
The services of the board may be 
sought by either or both sides. 
Both 
sides must consent before It may act. 
It has no peremptory pow’crs. In the 
forty-seven cases In which the board 
has boon successful, thirty-nine were* 
settled by mediation and eight by arbi­ 
tration.

food from flowers. Jhe writer has ob- 
served them hovering in front of a 
cobweb, picking off Insects and per- 
haps spiders entangled in the net. 
They have also been observed to cap- 
ture their food on the wing, like fly- 
catchers. Stomach examination shows 
that n considerable part of their food 
consists of Insects and spiders, \v1tn 
•onetimes a little vegetable matter. 


Only one species of hummingbird 


inhabits the eastern part of the United 
States. 
This 
is 
the ruby-throat, 


\\hich is more or less common almost 
everywhere in that region. The wri- 
ter has seen 100 of these tiny crea- 
tures hovering about the flowers of a 
buckeye tree, and this number was 
maintained all day and for many days, 
though the individuals were going and 
coming all the time. 


In order to obtain definite knowl- 


edge as to the food of hummingbirds 
in general, and the ruby-throat in par- 
ticular, 59 stomachs of this species 
were examined. 
Although the hum- 


mingbirds are the smallest of the 
avlnn race, their stomachs are much 
smaller in proportion to their bodies 
than those of other birds, while their 
livers are much larger. 
This would 


indicate these birds live to a consid- 
erable 
extent 
upon 
concentrated 


sweets, as stated above, and that the 
insects, spiders, etc., found in the 
stomachs do not represent by any 
means all their food. The quantities 
of food found in these tiny stomachs 
are so minute and the insect* com- 
prising them arc so small that identi- 
fication is very difficult and uncer- 
tain. 


The food of the hummingbird fam- 


ily. It appears, possesses but little 
economic interest, and that little Is 
mostly In the wrong direction. 
The 


ants 
eaten 
are 
probably 
largely 


parasitic species and so to be reck- 
oned as useful, while the gnats and 
spiders may be considered as neutral, 
although it la possible that some of 
the former may be of the gnllgnnt 
family and so be harmful. The bugs 
pnten are probably mostly of the In- 
jurious species. 
On the other hnnd. 


hummingbirds do no harm to any prod- 
uct of husbandry nnd, ns they are 
beautiful 
and interesting creatures, 


their preservation may well be urged 
on purely sentimental grounds.

It used to be tlie custom for house­ 
wives' to cleanse their homes twice a 
year, and now ad­ 
vanced sanitation 
requires that the 
home 
must

kept clean at all 
times. 
The benefit of 
cleanliness about 
the home reflects

physical h e a l t h 
and the morality 
of our people. The 
necessity of clean­ 
liness 
' in 
our 
homes has become so manifest that it 
is not worth while to dwell further up- 
ou it. 
During the recent battle against in­ 
fantile paralysis we took two small 
towns which were badly infected with 
the 
disease 
and 
had 
the 
homes 
cleansed, insect life destroyed, food 
kept clean and no garbage, ash piles 
or manure allowed to collect. 
The 
streets and alleys were made clean in 
each town and infantile paralysis rap­ 
idly disappeared. 
Tho cleaning up of 
the munlcipallttes seemed to run paral­ 
lel with the subsiding of the disease. 
The fact that the disease spreads at 
times beyond the boundary lines of 
these-dirty breeding places is no argu-

posed to live ui^on the nectar of flow­ 
ers, and unquestionably this substance 
forms an important part of their food.

food from flowers, yiie writer has ob­ 
served t;liem hoveiin# in front of a 
cobweb, picking ofl* insects and per- 
imps spiders entangled in 
the net. 
They have also been observed to cap­ 
ture their food on the wing, like fly­ 
catchers. Stomach exanjination sliows 
that a considerable part of their food 
consists of Insects and spiders, with 
i^inetiines a little vegetable matter. 


Only one species of hummingbird 
inhabits the eastern part of the United 
States. 
This 
is 
the 
ruby-throat, 
which is more or less common almost 
everywhere In that region. 
The wri­ 
ter has seen 100 of these tiny crea- 
tu p s hoveling about the flowers of a 
buckeye tree, and this number was 
maintained all day and for many days, 
though the Individuals were going and 
coming all the time. 
In order to obtain definite knowl­ 
edge as to the food of hummingbirds 
in general, and the ruby-throat In par­ 
ticular, 59 stomachs of this species 
were examined. 
Although the hum­ 
mingbirds are the. smallest of 
the 
avian race, their stomachs are much 
smaller In proportion to their bodies 
than those of other birds, while their 
livers are much larger. 
This would 
indicate these bli-ds live to a consid­ 
erable 
extent 
upon 
concentrated 
sweets, as slated above, and that the 
insects, spiders, etc., found in 
the 
stomachs do not represent by any 
means all their food. 
The quantities 
of food found In these tiny stomachs 
ai*e so minute and the insects com­ 
prising them are so small that identi­ 
fication is very dilficult and uncer­ 
tain. 
The food of tlie hummingbird fam* 
lly, it appears, possesses but little 
economic interest, and that little is 
mostly in the wrong direction. 
The 
ants 
eaten 
are 
probably 
largely 
parasitic species and so to be reck­ 
oned as useful, while the gnats and 
spiders may be considered as neutral, 
although it Is possible that some of 
the former may be of the gallgnat 
family and sp be harmful. The bugs 
eaten are probably mostly pf the in­ 
jurious species, 
On the other hand, 
hummingbirds do no harm to any prod­ 
uct of husbandry and. as they are 
beautiful 
and interesting creatures, 
their preservation may well be urged 
on purely sentimental grounds.

The gray haired mother of Sharrah 
awaited him at the home of Mr. Galbraith 
and he was hurried to her side. 
Mrs. 
Sharrah, a woman about 78 years old, col­ 
lapsed on Thursday afternoon and since 
has not been able to leave the house. A 
relative declared Friday cvenmg, ‘‘Had 
the verdict been other than this I am 
afraid she would not have lived.” 
The wife of Sharrah was not in the court 
room when the verdict wi^s brought in. 
On motion from Attorney Swope the 
prisoner was discharged by the Court at 
10 o’clock. 
Judge McPherson discharged 
the ]ury with the thanks of the Court for 
their work during this long and tedious 
trial. Attorneys Swope and Benner thank­ 
ed the jurors for their verdict aiter they 
had been dismissed. 
Conclusion of the Trial. 
The Commonwealth scored a.surprise in 
the Sharrah trial on Tuesday afternoon 
when it placed on the stand in rebuttal an 
eye-witness to the killing of Peter Dear- 
dorff, in the person of Harvey Sharrah, 
the 10-year-old son of Mrs. Oliver Shar­ 
rah. I t had been the general impression 
that the only actual witnesses were Shar­ 
rah and his wife, and that the story of the 
events that immediately preceeded the 
tragedy, that was told by them would be 
the only information given the court on 
that subject. The boy’s as well as some 
of the statements made by him that varied 
from the story told by Oliver Sharrah, put 
a new interest in the proceedings. 
His 
story, told under questioning by Attorney 
Keith, differed from that of Oliver Shar­ 
rah in the respect that he said Deardorff 
came to the Sharrah home while they were 
unhitching the horse and helped carry the 
packages into the house; it apparently 
contradicted the statement made by Shar­ 
rah that he and his wife went up stairs to 
bed, leaving Deardorff in the kitchen, and 
he stated that from a position at the head 
of the stairs he saw Deardorff and his 
mother both standing on the landing when 
the fatal shot was fired. Sharrah said the 
woman was in the back room with him, 
trying to take the gun from him, when he 
fin;d over her shoulder. 
In cross examination at the morning ses­ 
sion, Harvey Sharrah, changed in many 
respects, his story given in testimony-in- 
chief. When Attorney Swope had finished 
with him, the only point on which his 
statements differed from those of the de­ 
fendant was that Deardorff had come 
home on the evening of October 9th with 
the family and had helped carry some 
things into the house. In his testimony- 
in-chief the boy stated Jiis mother ^ d 
Deardorff were standing on the landing at 
the foot of the stairs and the shot was fir- 
d from the back room.

ing of Attorney Swope he said that Mrs. 
Sharrah was in the back room just before 
and just after the shot was fired but at the 
actual moment the gun was discharged 
was in the back room with Sharrah. The 
boy stated he saw Deardorff standing on 
the landing, stooping towards the back 
room shghtly with his right hand behind 
him in a threatening attitude. He stag­ 
gered into the kinchen and Airs. Sharrah 
was with him then. The boy returned to 
bed after that. He testified of having

court room, every eye being glued, as it 
were on the attorney for the defense.

ble.

served in all lands by 
nearly all people. 


J apanese 
R ice. — Boil 


one cupful of rice, add 
three chopped shallots, a 
teaspoonful of ,soy and 
salt to taste. Place on o 


platter, cover witli chopped, hard- 
cooked eggs, sprinkle with paprika and 
chopped parsley. Garnish with some 
thin slices of smoked salmon. 


Italian Rice.—Put a tablespoonful 


of butter in a saucepan and when 
melted add to It two cupfuls of boiled 
rice and a cupful of tomato sauce or 
tomato chutney; season 
well and 


sprinkle with cheese and serve thor- 
oughly heated through. 


Norwegian Rice.—Cook rice until 


tender; then reheat in well-seasoned 
stock. Put on a platter, sprinkle with 
chopped chicken liver, scrambled egg, 
and grated cheese and serve at once. 


Spanish 
Rice.—Fry 
one 
large, 


chopped onion with two cupfuls of 
tomatoes, add one cupful of stock, 
salt and pepper to taste. Cover and 
let simmer ten minutes; then add two 
cupfuls of boiled rice. Mix well to- 
gether with a tablespoonful of butter. 


Rice Creole Style.—Chop fine one 


white onion and two green peppers, 
saute with half a cupful of raw ham 
(cut fine with scissors), in one-quar- 
ter of a cupful of butter; cook ten 
minutes, then add one cupful of rice 
and three cupfuls of beef broth, sim- 
mer twenty minutes, then add four 
tomatoes, peeled and cut in slices and 
one teaspoonful of salt. 
Cover and 


finish cooking in the oven or in a 
douhle boiler. 


Belgian 
Rice Dessert.—Cook 
one 


pint of milk, add a half a cupful of 
boiled rice and some currants; stir in 
the yolks of two eggs, well beaten 
with two tablespoonfuls of sugar. Re- 
move from the fire. Add one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, then form into 
croquettes, dip in beaten egg and fine 
bread crumbs and fry golden brown. 
Sprinkle with pulverized sugar and 
serve with red currant jelly. 


Rice pudding made by using a quar- 


ter of ti cupful' of rice, a quart or two 
of milk, a handful of raisins and su- 
gar to taste, baked for several hours, 
makes a most wholesome dessert. 


Decorations for the Tree. 


A pretty decoration for Christmas 


which Is so eadly made that the little 
tots can do most of the work, is paper 
chains. Silver paper and blue paper 
make the prottiest 
Cut the paper 


Into four-inch squares, then cut the 
squares into strips one-fourth inch 
wide, and paste the ends of the little 
strips together, linking them ns you 
go.

juices may be used 


with excellent results. 


Apples bnked with nuts make a 


most delicious breakfast dish. Core 
and peel them and fill with chopped 
nuts, sugar and bit of orange or can- 
died lemon peel, bake until tender. 
Jelly may be used for filling, orange 
marmalade, raisins and nuts, dates 
and figs, or marshmallows with jelly. 
So many combinations will occur to 
one that there may be a constant 
variety. Serve them cold with whipped 
cream. 


Apple betty is never out of style. 


Chop a pint of apples, add buttered 
crumbs, brown sugar, a little spice, 
either cinnamon or nutmeg, put the 
ingredients into a buttered baking 
dish in layers and bake without any 
water if the apples are juicy. 


Apples and 
Almonds.—Core 
and 


pare a half dozen even-sized apples, 
cook nearly tender in a sirup of sugar 
and water, remove carefully to a deep 
dish and decorate with blanched al- 
monds, cut in eighths, lengthwise, and 
thrust point down into the apples, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar, pour the 
sirup in which they were cooked 
around them and brown in the oven. 
Serve either hot or cold with whipped 
cream aud^sugar. 


Apples in £irup.—Cook perfect ap- 


ples unpeeled, red ones are prettier, 
In a heavy sirup until tender, then 
place in the dish in which they are to 
be served. Add to the juice a slice or 
two of lemon and cook briskly for a 
few minutes, then pour over the ap- 
ples. Chill and serve with cream. 


Apple Ice Cream.—This is delicious 


served with goose or roast pork. Take 
gifted apple sauce made from baked 
apples, well sweetened, using a pint of 
the pulp to a pint of rich milk, freeze 
as usual and serve in sherbet cups or 
in apple cups, sprinkled with grated 
nutmeg. 


For a dainty dish for an invalid, n 


red apple cooked in water until tender, 
then carefully peeled, leaving the pink 
tint on the apple, or scraping the In- 
*ide of the peeling nnd putting the tint 
on the cheek, is n dish most attractive. 
Serve with cream and sugar. This if 
•ailed "apple in bloom."

APPLE DAINTIES. 


Therfe arc many delicious dishes that 
i,*ay be made from the common evpry- 
day apple. 
When 
apples lack flavor 
various fruits may 


1 ( 0 added to help 
tho d e f ic ie n c y . 
(Srated 
pineapple, 
(piinces, dates, rais­ 
ins and figs as well 
as 
various 
fruit 
juices may bo used 
with excellent results. 
Apples baked with nuts make a 
most delicious breakfast dish. 
Core 
and peel them and lill with chopped 
nuts, sugar and bit of orange or can­ 
died lemon peel, bake until tender. 
Jelly may be used for filling, orange 
marmalade, raisins and nuts, dates 
and figs, or marshmallows with jelly. 
So many combinations will occur to 
one that there may bo a constant 
variety. Serve them cold with whipped 
cream. 
Apple betty is never out of style. 
Chop a pint of apples, add buttered 
crumbs, brown sugar, a little spice, 
either cinnamon or nutmeg, put the 
Ingredients Into a buttered baking 
dish in layers and bake \vithout any 
water if the apples are juicy. 
Apples and 
Almonds.—Core 
and 
pare a half dozen even-sized apples, 
cook nearly tender in a sirup of sugar 
and water, remove carefully to a deep 
dish and decorate with blanched al­ 
monds, cut In eighths, lengthwise, and 
thrust point down into the apples, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar, pour the 
Birup in which they were cooked 
around them and brown in the oven. 
Serve either hot or cold with whipped 
cream and^sugar. 
Apples in Sirup.—Cook perfect ap­ 
ples unpeeled, red ones are prettier, 
in a lieavy sirup until tender, then 
place in the dish in which they are to 
be served. Add to the juice a slice or 
two of lemon and cook briskly for a 
few minutes, then pour over the ap­ 
ples. Chill and serve witli cream. 
Apple Ice Cream.—This is delicious 
served with goose or roast pork. Take 
elfted apple sauce made from baked 
apples, well sweetened, using a pint of 
the pulp to a pint of rich milk, freeze 
us usual and serve In sherbet cups or 
in apple cups, sprinkled with grated 
nutmeg. 
For a dainty dish for an Invalid, a 
red apijle cooked in water until tender, 
then carefully peeled, leaving the pink 
tint on the apple, or scraping; the in- 
ilde of the peeling and putting the tlni 
on tlie cheek, is n dish most attractive 
Serve with cream and sugar. TJils

Garnish with some 
thin slices of smoked salmon. 
Italian Rice.—Put a tablespoonful 
of butter In a sau<?epan and when 
melted add to it two cupfuls of boiled 
rice and a cupful of tomato sauce or 
tomato chutney; 
season 
well 
and 
sprinkle with cheese and servo thor­ 
oughly heated through. 
Norwegian Rice.—Cook rice until 
tender; then reheat In well-seasoned 
stock. Put on a platter, sprinkle w’ith 
chopped chicken liver, scrambled egg, 
and grated cheese and serve at once. 
Spanisli 
Rice.—Fry 
one 
large, 
chopped onion with two cupfuls of 
tomatoes, add one cupful of stock, 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Cover and 
let simmer ten minutes; then add two 
cupfuls of boiled rice. 
Mix well to­ 
gether with a tablespponful of butter. 
Rice Creole Style.—Chop fine one 
white onion and two green peppers, 
saute with half a cupful of raw ham 
(cut fine with scissors), in one-quar­ 
ter of a cupful of butter; cook ten 
minutes, then add one cupful of rice 
and three cupfuls of beef broth, sim­ 
mer twenty minutes, then add four 
tomatoes, peeled and cut in slices and 
one teaspoonful of salt. 
Cover and 
finish cooking In the oven or In a 
double boiler. 
Belgian 
Rice 
Dessert.—Cook one 
pint of milk, add a half a cupful of 
boiled rice and some currants; stir In 
the yolks of two eggs, well beaten 
with two tablespoonfuls of sugar. Re­ 
move from the fire. 
Add one tea­ 
spoonful of vanilla, then form Into 
croquettes, dip in beaten egg and fine 
bread crumbs and fry golden brown. 
Sprinkle with 
pulverized sugar and 
serve with red currant Jelly. 
Rice pudding made by using a quar­ 
ter of a cupful of rice, a quart or two 
of milk, a handful of raisins and su­ 
gar to taste, baked for several hours, 
makes a most wholesome dessert.
